If this story were to be told in 
the annual contest of the Liars 
Club, in Burlington Wisconsia the 
teller would probably be awarded 
first prize, But it ts all true. It 
happened last Friday - Friday the 
Thirteenth, 

Joseph Sevellite of Medford 
drives a ten ton truck which car- 
Ties fish scraps from the Boston 
Fish Pier to the UsenCanniazCo., 
just below the North Woburn Line, 
on Woburn Street, The Usen Can- 
ning Company makes Tabby Cat 
Food, and the fish scraps are the 
main ingredient, 

It was about 6:45 pm. The sun 
had set half an hour previously and 
thousands of homeward bound mo- 
torists were onthe northbound lane 
(4 lane) of Rte 93. So was Joe Se- 
vellite, with his truck - inthe right 
hand lane, Many of the cars were 
passing him, on the left. 

He arrived at tse point where the 
deceleration lane for Rte 129 starts 
-right under the West Street Over- 
pass, in South Wilmington, He 
eased his big truck to the right to 
get into that deceleration lane. 

A little Volkswagen ‘Bug’ sped 
past him, on his right. The driver 
was firmly convinced that he could 
pass the big truck before he was 
struck, Sevellite had to turn his 
wheel sharply to the left to avoid 
hitting the ‘bug’ and the VW sped 
on into the gathering darkness,

ten tons of it, in a big steel bin,

It was just like so much liquid, 
and when the truck changed direct- 
fon the cargo didn’t, 

Those fish scraps just slapped 
against the side of the truck like 
so much water, and the impact 
knocked the truck right over on 
its side, The fish scraps poured 
out over the highway - ten tons of 
fish scraps, all under the West 
Street bridge. 

Both State and Wilmington police 
were soon on the scene, aS was the 
Wilmington ambulance and the Wil- 
mington fire truck. No one was 
injured, and the big truck had just 
slid off the highway, The only 
problem was the fish - blocking 
all four lanes ofthe super highway, 

And it was a problem, Trooper 
Warren Bailey of the State Police 
called the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment and suggested that a fire truck 
be sent to the scene, to wash the 
fish off the highway. Lt, George 
Cushing of the Fire Department 
pointed out that a mixture of fish 
ofl and water is just about the 
slipperiest thing there is, 

Bailey had to agree with Cush- 
ing. So instead he called for snow 
removal equipment, from the State 
Department of Public Works - and 
especially sanding trucks, 

For twenty four hours the trucks 
of the Commonwealth scattered 
sand on Route 93, from the Vest 
Street bridge to the intersection 
with Route 62, five miles to the

Regional Vocational School District 


Two years ago the Town voted 
cverwhelmingly to join in the for- 
mation of a regional school district 
for the purpose of building and 
operating a vocational school, 
Since that tine the regional dis- 
trict School Committee has been 
working diligently. It hired a 
Sapezintendent-Director to assist 
with the educational plans and to 
direct the actual operation of the 
school when it opens, rather than 
Pay for the services of educational 
consultants, It engaged the archi- 
techtural firm of Korslund, Le- 
Normand and Quann to design the 
facility to meet our educational 
specifications, In cooperation with 
the architects, an equipment con- 
sulting firm is at work on layouts 
and equipment needs, 

The district has purchased a 
nearly ideal site on Cook St ia 
Billerica which is about as cen 
trally located as could have been 
hoped for, It has been complete 
jy surveyd and has been approved 
by the Bureau of School Building 
Assistance of the Department of 
Education, 

The architects have designed, 
changed, redesigned, modified and 
are still improving the prelin 1 wy 
Plans for the school, However, 
we now have estimates in which 
we have confidence, Therefore, 
before going too deeply into the 
expense of working drawings, the 
District Committee now plans to 
obtain the necessary approvals for 
a bond issue, 

At our meeting on October 24 
we expect to vote authorization to 


incur debt in the amount of 
$3,925,000, With the $300,000 
previously authorized, the District 
will be able to sell bonds in the 
amount of $4,225,000. A few 
weeks ago, I spoke to Mr. Micelli 
and to Town Manager Morris, as 
well as the Chairmen of other 
Town committees, and explained

the position of the Town in rela~ 
tion to this matter, To briefly 
repeat, the Board of Selectmen of 
each member town will be given 
official notice of the vote by the 
District Committee. By law, the 
Selectmen may holda Special Town 
Meeting within thirty days of the 
District vote ifthey want the voters 
to acton disapproval of the planned 
indebtedness, The option is with 
the Selectmen whether to hold a 
meeting or not, No action is tacit 
approval. A majority vote of dis- 
approval by the Town Meeting will 
temporarily stop a bond issue, The 
District would, presumably, make 
some changes and vote a new 
authorization to incur debt and go 
through the same procedure again, 
I refer you to Chapter 71 of the 
General Laws, Section 16, 

We are here tonight to give you 
a little advance and informal notice 
of our intentions and also to bring 
you up-to-date’ on our actual plans 
for this school, You may have seen 
a sketch of the proposed school in 
some of the newspapers, It is de- 
signed for the instruction of 680 
high school students in 12 different 
courses, co-educationally, but 
core facilities would accomodate 
1200 students ultimately. We hope 
to open in September 1969, although 
we realize the construction will 
not be complete until about Janu- 
ary of 1970. That’s how close our 
planning has to be! 

A brochure is now at the prin- 
ters and will be mailed to most 
of the residents within three weeks 
Although not required by law, we 
have scheduled a public hearing in 
the High School Auditorium for 
Monday, November 6 at 8:00 pm 
We want all the people to have the 
opportuntt to ask questions. We 
aye ».39 available to discuss this 
School with other groups, 

I would be glad to go into more 
detail on the curriculum, the basic 
design of the building, and so 
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forth, it'you wish. But, I expect 
you are now more interested in 
the estimated cost to Wilmington 
and I think you should be, 

As I indicated, the total bond 
issue would be for a maximum 
of $4,225,000, but this could be 
reduced by the amount of our 
Planning cost reimbursement from 
the state, In any event, any re 
imbursements of Capital Costs 
from state or federal sources 
would be applied toward payment 
of principal and interest charges, 
thereby reducing the estimated pay 
ments by the member towns, 

‘The major reimbursement is tne 
State Construction Grant of about 
65% payable over the life of the 
bond issue. We plan a tenanda 
half year bond issue. The Ne 
England Merchants National Bank, 
our fiscal agent, now estimates an 
interest rate of 4.0%. After add- 
ing principal and interest, and de- 
ducting the state reimbursement, 
Wilmington’s share would be a- 
bout $15900 in 1968, $57000 in 
1969, about $54000 in 1970, amt 
so on down, The amount will 
vary in proportion to ex>ollments 
as stipulated in the agreement 
under which the district was cre- 
ated, Based on figures of Octo- 
ber 1966, Wilmington’s share Ls 
slightly over 17%. 

‘Thank you for giving us this time

Academic subjects center in the 
pupil’s everyday life situations, 
They aim to provide a sound schol- 
astic base in keeping with the pu- 
pil’s ability, to familiarize him 
with his environment, and to In- 
crease his social confidence.

In Special Classes, basic school 
subjects are taught to the very 
limit of the pupil’s ability, Full 
use of individual talents and abil- 

- itfes is encouraged, as is the 
participation of each pupil Inevery 
class activity. 

The pupil is led to form many 
specific habits in school which 
will serve him well throughout his 
life. Among these are habits of 
punctuality, regular attendance, 
responsibility, fairtiess, self-con- 
trol, and truthfulness, 

Preparation for assuming the 
duties of citizenship has its be- 
ginnings in the classroom where 
situations paralleling those of adult 
life are presented.

There is need for Special Clas- 
ses in the ec cational program, 
It ts discov gint to discover that 
previous tc e last 50 or 60years 
youngsters who would qualify for 
Special Classes have been dis- 
regarded, neglected, and often 
pushed aside in the classroons, 

The P.A.F.E.C, organization of 
‘Wilmington was formed because of 
the need to give Special Class 
students the badly needed attention 
and guidance in thelr learning 
process, This organization con- 
sists of parents, friends, and tea~ 
chers of the Special Education 
classes, Since its foundation in 
1963 the P.A.F.E.C, has made a 
broad contribution toward the pur- 
pose for which it was founded,
